Edmonton, April 27, — Premiers 
Stewart of Alberta and Oliver of Brit- 
ish Columbia, haye come to an uncer- 
standing . that further inyestigations| 
be mada inzconsultation-witlithie- cain 
adian Pacific railway, in regard to the 
provision of railway facilities for the 
Pouce Coupe district. Premier Oliver 
will interview President Beatty of the 
C.P.R. while in the east, with a view 
of ascertaining what arrangements 
can' be made for operating an exten- 
sion of the Dunvegan road, if decided 
upon by the two governments. It de- 
veloped, however, that the extension 
is more likely to be made from Grande 
Prairie than from Spirit River, that 
being the route favored: by the Alberta 
premier, and the negotiations with the 
C.P.R, executive will be on that basis. 
The British Columbia boundary will 
be touched near the same point and 
the needs of the Pouce Coupe settlers 
will be served equally well.

Winnipeg, April 2%—Emergency re: 
lief at the earliest possible date in or- 
eer to prevent production falling to so 
low a level that it may constitute a 
dangerous situation not only for ‘the 
country at large, but for the railways 
interested, was requested by H. J. Sy- 
mington, IX.C., on behalf of the gov- 
ernments of Manitoba and Saskatche- 
wan at the afternoon and concluding 


session of the railway commission to- 
day. 

Mr. Symington declared that never 
before had similar conditions existed 
in the west, and that farmers’ organ- 
izations were instructing the farmers 
to produce only what they could har- 
vest themselves. The farmers, he 
said, were becoming despondent, and 
urged that something be done at once 
to save the situation . 


Hon, F. B. Carvell, chairman of the 
board, promised that as soon as the 
board got back to Ottawa he would 
convey Mr. Symington’s request to tha 
heads of the various railways and to 
his colleagues, and that it would be 
given serious consideration at once. 
Tf anything could be done, always re- 
membering that they must remain 
within the restrictions and obligations 
imposed upon them by the railway 
law, he, for one, would be only too 
glad to do all he could to assist, Mr.

LORD SHAUGHNESSY’S PRACTICAL REMEDY 
FOR. GRAVE PROBLE!II—OPERATION BY 
C.P.R. UNDER CONTRACT—DEFICITS 
OVERCOME BY ECONOMIES 


Lord Shaughnessy has prepared 
and given to the public his persona! 
view of the railway problem in Can- 
ada, prefacing his statement with the 
following letter addressed to the 
Prime Minister: 
fone Montreal, April Gth, 1921. 

Dear Mr. Meighen,—National rail- 
way affairs are, I am sure, to you a 
source of constant anxiety. To my 
mind the railway ‘question, involv- 
ing, ‘as it does such an enormous 
draft on the annual revenue of the 
country with no prospect of any im- 
provement in the near future, is the 
most momentous problem before our 
country at this time. . 

I fear very much that the Grand 
Trunk transaction will prove disap- 
pointing and expensive, and if it 
were my case 1 would go a long way 
to secure the consent of the Grand 
Trunk sharcholders to the abroga- 
tion of the statutory contract. 

_ 1am enclosing a memorandum giv- 
ing in rough. outline my opinion as 
to the only process through which 
the atmosphere can be cleared. Some 
people, whether they believe it or 
not, will find in my suggestions a 
selfish desire on the part of the 
Canadian Pacifie to control the rail- 
way situation. The Canadian Pacifie 


bogey has served its turn on every’ 


occasion in the past thirty-five 
years, when schemes were being pro- 
moted with disregard of the cost to 
the country. 

The Canadian Pacific has no fish 
to fry, and I am not sure that my 
plan would be viewed with favor by 
the executive, the directors or the 
shareholders, Everybody connected 
with the company would prefer to 
see its status undisturbed, but it is 
impossible to accept with equanimi- 
ty a situation which makes a de- 
‘mand on.the public treasury of about 
$200,000 per day, without-any com- 
pensating advantage, if there be any 
possibility of improving it. 

My memorandum, as you will ob- 
serve, merely brings up to date on 
very much the same lines a similar 
paper that I prepared about the end 
of 1917 and sent to Sir Robert Bor- 
den. He feared, I imagine, that as 
my plan would apparently create a 
Canadian Pacific monopoly in trans- 
portation it would not be acceptable 
to the country. Even if there were 
foundation for that theory at the 
time, the current of events since 
1917 may have resulted in a decided 
change of sentiment. 

I am submitting the memorandum 
to you with the best intentions in the 
world for such consideration as you 
may think it deserves.

ONE NATIONAL SYSTEM 
Lord Shaughnessy'’s Plan for 
Canadian Railways 
In 1917 I prepared a memorandum 
analyzing the railway situation in 
anada as it then existed and sug- 
gesting a plan of dealing with it, 
.which I read to our directors and 
‘subsequently forwarded to Sir Rob- 
ert Borden for the consideration of 
‘himself and his Cabinet. Evidently 
‘my views did not appeal to the 
‘Government nor to the advisers 
from whom the Government at 
that time received its inspiration 

on railway affairs. 

Meantime, conditions have sub- 
stantially changed. Capital ex- 
penditures of considerable amount 
that might have been avoided have 
been incurred, and the deficits re- 
sulting from the operation of the 
weaker lines have increased by 
‘leaps and bounds, so that the sug- 
gestions contained in the memoran- 
dum of 1917 would not now be 
available. 

It was not my purpose then, nor 
is it now, to discuss the railway 
policy of successive Governments, 
federal and provincial, during the 
past thirty-five years. In most 
cases the legislation defining the 
policy received the approval of the 
electorate at the polls, and there- 
fore if serious and expensive blund- 
ers were made we should be pre- 

ared to pocket our chagrin and 

‘oot: the bills with equanimity. We 
have, however, the obligation to try 
to discover and develop plans that 
may serve to relieve the Canadian 
people from some part of the dis- 
tressing and dangerous financia! 
results now in evidence and which 
threaten the future. 

Canada has now about 40,000 
miles of railway lines. Of the lines 
included in this mileage approxi- 
mately 37 per cent. earn annually 
sufficient money to pay all inter- 
est charges and to give a return on 
the share capital; 54 per cent. fail 
to earn enough to pay their work. 
ing expenses and are consequently 
operated at a loss; and 9 per cent. 
earn interest on some of their 
major securities but have nothing 
to apply as dividend on the share 
capital. 

Grand Trunk System, 

Included in the last mentioned is 
the Grand Trunk Railway System 
which is international in charac: 
ter. owning or controlling import- 
ant railways in the United States 


with termini at Chicago, Portland 
and elsewhere, Servint consider 
able portions of the Provinces of 


Intario and Quebee; the Grand 
unk System enjoys a stbstantial 
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volume of Canadian traffic, but its 
international business yields the 
rreater part of its gross revenue. 
Relieved of the handicap that was 
imposed by the Grand Trunk Pa- 
cific the parent company should, in 
normal dimes, be in a position to 
ay the annua! interest on most of 
its securities that take precedence 
‘of the common stock, but a return 
on the common stock would appear 
to be éxceedingly remote in any 
circumstances, This railway sys- 
tem is, however, of national im- 
portance, and it would be unfor: 
tunate from our Canadian stand- 
point if, hampered by the methods 
and ambitions of previous mianage- 
ments, the company sheuld be kept 
in°a state of embarrassment and 
should be prevented from carrying 
out plans for. increased efficiency 
and economy. It would be. still 
more unfortunate if by any process 
the Grand Trunk should be placed 
in a position that would have the 
effect of destroying, either on sen- 
timental grounds or others, the 
movement through Canada of. in- 
ternational traffic to and from its 
feeders in United States territory. 
Even at this advanced stage it 
would be wise for the Dominion 
Government to drop all measures 
looking to the acquisition or con- 
trol of the Grand Trunk, to relieve 
that company of all obligations in 
connection with the Grand Trunk 
Pacific and to grant easy terms 
covering a period of years for the 
repayment of any amounts ad- 
vanced by the Government to the 
Grand Trunk or secured on the 
credit of the Government in the 
last two years. 4 
The ‘'ranscontinental Line. 

The National © Transcontinental- 
Grand Trunk Pacific scheme of a 
line from Moncton to Prince Rup- 
ert was a deplorable blunder in its 
inception and execution. Doubt- 
less the Grand Trunk objected to 
the line from Cochrane east and 
only yielded under pressure, but 
the eastern and western termini of 
the line having been once deter- 
mined, the Government was, | 
know, guided by the advice and 
wishes of the Grand Trunk man- 
agement of that day in fixing the 
location and standard of construc- 
tion. It was pointed out that four 
tenths grades and light curvature 
would make for economical onpera- 
tion, because of the  inereased 
weight of the train that could be 
hauled over the line by a single 
engine.

If 
became clear. that the comipany 
must collapse unless kept alive by 
very large grants from the public 
treasury, lor this there could be 
no justification, and the only other 
alternatives for the Government 
were to permit default and liquida- 
tion or to take the property over 
under the terms of the Act of 1914, 
The Dominion Government, having

If immigration and settlement are 
not restricted by legislation or other 
conditions, there will in the ordinary 
course of events be a continuing 
wzrowth of traffic, but at best this 
crowth is apt to be slow and quits 
insufficient to make any important 
impression on the annual results for 
some years to come. 

Meanwhile the Canadian people 
will be compelled year after year 
to raise, by taxation, sufficient 
money to meet the appalling annual 
deficits, unless by some process the 
cost of the maintenance and opera- 
tion of the National Lines can be 
brought to much lower figures. This, 
however, would not appear to be 
practicable, as the National System 
engaged in competition for traffic 
with another very strong railway 
company would be at serious dis- 
advantage unless in train service, 
equipment and in other respects it 


offered the public facilities ap- 
proaching those obtainable  else- 
where. 


Reduction of Rates. 

I have made no reference to the 
economies that will result from a 
revision of the schedule of wages 
and working conditions, which are on 
a fictitious basis and must be amend- 
ed, because concurrent with this will 
be a reduction in the rates for the 
carriage of commodities that are es- 
sential if the country’s hasic indus: 
trics are to be stimulated or indeed 
kept alive.

Savings to be Effected. 

On the returns for the year 1920, 
the gross earnings of the combined 
system would be $342,288.000 and 
the operating expenses $345,973,000, 
a deficit in operation of approxi-” 
mately $3,700,000. The annual fixed 
charges of the whole system, includ- 
ing the dividend on Canadian Pa- 
cific -Preference Stock, would ba 
$47,490,000, or a total deficit of 
about $51,190,000. 

Essential expenditures on capital 

account from time to time will tend 
to swell these charges, but by the 
addition of the Canadian Pacific with 
its ample rolling stock equipment, its 
splendid terminals and other facili- 
ties, in the use of which the whole 
system would participate, important 
expenditures which could not be 
avoided in other circumstances would 
be rendered unnecessary. 
’ To this amount of $51,190,000 per 
annum, of course it would be neces- 
sary to add the guaranteed dividend 
on Canadian Pacific common stock 
hereafter to be determined, but if we 
set aside an estimated amount for 
that purpose the total deficit, includ. 
ing everything, would be approxi- 
mately $80,000,000. In the light of 
these figures present conditions 
would not be improved, but then 
we must take into account the save 
ing that would result from the cone 
solidation by the elimination of un- 
necessary train service and of dupli- 
cate work at important terminals 
and at other points; the restriction 
of maintenance work on unnecessary, 
duplicate lines; the decrease in gen- 
eral as well as traffic and agency 
expenditures; the common use of 
cars and locomotives, reducing to a 
minimum capital expenditures on 
that account with greater economy 
in the maintenance of equipment and 
the stoppage of outlay in many other 
directions, 

In 1920 the operating cost of tho 
combined system was about 101 per 
cent. of the gross earnings. The Can- 
adian Pacific cost was 84.7 per cent. 
of its cross earnings. If the average 
for the combined system could be 
brought to the Canadian Pacific level 
it would represent a saving in the 
cost of operating of- about $56,000,- 
009 per annum. There would still 
be a deficit of $24,000,000 per an- 
num, but for a number of reasons 
1920 was an expensive year and I 
sec no reason why the operating 
ratio should not be brought as low 
as 80 per cent. at most, which would 
reduce the total deficit to eleven or 
twelve million dollars. To catch up 
with this a growing vetume of traf- 
fic would have to be relied upon, 
but with immigration settlement and 
development this should come in 
gradual stages, and the saving to 
the country in the meantime would 
be very large. , 

In connection with these transpor- 
tation matters there are sure to be 
miscalculations and disappointments, 
but the consolidation that I have 
outlined above would appear to be 
the most logical and economical pol- 


cy. 
Besides the National Railways, 
Canada wou!d then have an Inter- 
national group consisting of the 
Grand Trunk, Canada Southern, Tor- 
onto, Hamilton & Buffalo, and Pere 
Marquette Railways of 4,600 miles, 
and other lines of local or provincial 
character. These latter lines may 
well be left to work out their own 
salvation, and if they require aid, the 
provinces, having been relieved of 
their major liabilities under their 
guarantees, can well afford to give it, 

I am not giving expression to 
these views as chairman, director or 
shareholder of the Canadian Pacific 
Railway Company, and it is quite 
possible that neither my fellow-di- 
rectors not the shareholders wou!d 
be in accord. The Canadian Pacific, 
with its low capitalization and ca- 
pacity for securing and handling a 
vast volume of traffic, should as 
time passes yield a larger return to 
its owners than at any time in the 
past. Indeed, about this there is lit- 
tle room for doubt, but with a satis- 
factory annual dividend guaranteed 
in perpetuity by the Canadian Gov- 
ernment the shareholders could prob- 
ably be induced to forego their 
speculative benefits, as their shares 
would then have the security and 
stability 1€ Government bonds. 

It is my sole purpose to assist if 
I can in the solution of what is be- 
yond doubt the most serious and 
menacing problem that faces our 
country, and to frankly outline the 
policy that I would adopt and carry, 
ato effect if the responsibility were 
upon me to act as the representative 
and trustee of the Canadian people 
in safeguarding the present and fu- 
ture railway transportation interests 
of the Dominion, and in endeavoring 
ap, or at any rate minimize tha 
t demands on the treasury and 
re credit of the country that ara

Do 2 good turn daily, 

Scouts cannot do better than follow 
the example of these brave men who 
made the tiny British nation into one 
of the best and greatest the world has 
even Known. One great point about 
them was that every day they had to 
do a good turn to somebody, an& that 
is one of the Boy Scout rules. When 
you get up in the morning, remember 
that you have got to do a good turn 
to some one during the day. Tie an 
extra knot in your handkerchief or 
necktie and Jeave the tail of your 
necktie outside your waistcoat to re- 
mind you of it; and when you go to 
bed at night, think to whom you did 
the good turn, If you should ever find 
that you had forgotten it, you must 
do two good turns the next day in- 
stead. You are bound in honor to do 
it. The good turn need only be a 
very small one, yet if it is only, to put 
a penny into a poor-box, or to help an 
old woman to cross the street, or to 
make room on a seat for some one, or 
to give water to a thirsty horse, or to 
remove a bit of banana skin off the 
pavement, where it is likely to throw 
people down, it is a good turn, But 
one must be done every day, and it 
only counts as a gooc turn when you 
do not accept any reward, in return.

LIGHT PACKERS 
ARE THE BEST ON 
SUMMERFALLOW 


During the past seven years on ex-}" 


periment with soil packers was con- 
ducted at the Scott experimental sta- 
tion. Three types of packers were 
tested out, the surface, sub-surface 
und combination packers, The weight 
of the packers was: surface, 162 Ibs; 
sub-surface, 195 Ibs; combination, 
220 Ids, per lineal foot. The crop 
grown was wheat. ° 

In the comparison ,of types of pack- 
ers it was found that the light packer 
used on summer-fallow gave increased 
returns over the heavier packer—iav- 
eraging an increase of 63 pounds per 
acre. On fall plowing it was found 
that the heavier packer gave an in- 
creased return per acre of 64 pouncs 
over the light packer, On the spring 
plowing this was reversed, and the 
plots on which the light packer had 
been used gave an increased average 
yield of 41 pounds over where the 
heavier packer had been operated. 

Packing after seeding as compared 
with packing before seeding showed 
an increased grain per acre of 42 Ibs. 
It wag foune that if the land was only 
to be packed once, packing summier- 
fallow immediately after plowing was 
more profitable than packing the land 
the next spring after seeding; while 
on fall plowing it was found that 
packing after seeding was more pro- 
fitable than packing the land in the 
fall. It is possible, had the harrow 
been’ used in addition to the packer 
on the fall plowing, some change in 
these figures might have resulted. In 
packing spring plowing where there 
was very little delay between the time 
of plowing and the time of sowing, it 
was found that packing after sowing 
gave heavier yielés than packing im- 
plowing. Had there 


the time of plowing and the time of 
sowing these results might have been 
diferent.

ED BY UNIVERSITY 


EXTENSION DEPT. | 


Many different conceptions exist. as 
to what education is, and should the 
editor ask the readers of this paper 
for a definition of the word “EBéuca- 
‘tion,” there would no doubt be as 

many different definitions to the word 
‘as there are readers of the paper. 

Prof. A. E. Ottowell of the Extension 
Department of the University of Al- 
berta has formulated a definition of 

his own, and after giving this de- 
finition a little study it seems to be 
pretty well founded. ere it is: 
“Education igs the key which unlocks 
the vast storehouses of nature's rich- 
‘est gifts for the use of man.” 

Mr. Ottewell could not see why the 
subject of education is overlooked, 
claiming that no. matter what position 
a person occupied or intended to fill 
in life, he (or she) could do it better 
om every standpoint if their minds 
were properly equipped, properly 
trained to think and act. 

Fe said that education was a great 
assistance in helping its possessor 
economically (or financially), that it 
gave him the vision necessary to get 
the most joy out of life, ané prepared 
him to give the maximu:n of eficiency 
to his fellow-man, his country, and 
those dependent upon‘ him and with 
whom he came in contact. 

By way of illustration he divided 
people into four classes according to 
their education, just to show the re- 
lative advantage of each to the other 
along economic or financial lines on- 
ly. The first class, having 
rudimentary education,

are not exactly as Mr, Ottewell gave 
them, but they are approximate, and 
go to. show that the man with a mea- 
gre education only is subject to ev- 
ery handicap and adversity’ that’ con- 
fronts the industrial world. This ta- 
‘ble of .comparigons also’ was formu- 
lated hefore the war and was appliee 
in the United States. 

Prof. Ottewell dwelt upon the sub- 
ject of living and the relation of life 
(as cancexistence) with that of really 
living, and made the assertion that 
no one should teach if they could 
hélp it. The real teacher, he said, 
did not and could not, measure life in 
its various phases from the stane- 
point of the dollar, but being a trae 
and natural born educationist, the 
real teacher was so constructed men- 
‘tally as to be able to get the most joy 
out of his vocation, and thus life 
would be a dreary waste to the natur- 
al teacher who attempied to fill some 
other “job” in the scheme of social 
and industrial service. Financial gain 
is not the means of happiness and 
joy to everyone, and the teacher is 
for the most part a person whose very 
soul throbs with the one chosen line 
of activity which or her life

In an interview at Vancouver, B.C, 
P. Burns, head of the Burns Packing 
and Ranching company, Calgary, Alta., 
stated that since the war there have 
been no shipments of live cattle to 
England, but the frozen meat trade 
had grown considerably.
